(8:50 a. rn.)— 
Despite orders to hold to the death, 
the crown prince’s rear guard is be­ 
ing forced to give way before the al­ 
lied attack along practically the whole 
battle front. 
, 
Prisoners declare the units of the 
rear guard were ordered to remain at 
their i*osts and bold off the Americans 
to the last. Before the violence of the 
American assault they are being wiped 
out or take^ priocners. 
The advance is proceeding cautious­ 
ly at all points* however, owing to the 
great mass of German reinforcements 
and their Increasing resistence. 
On 
many sectors, the battle occasionally 
loses all resemblance to a rear guard 
action and appears as though the Ger­ 
mans intended to make a permanent 
stand. New German reserve divisions 
are being constantly identified. 
The bitterest fighting is proceeding 
north of Jaulgonne, where “file Ameri­ 
cans are enlarging their bridgehead. 
Americans are pressing northward 
along the main road from Chateau 
Thierry to Fere-en-Tardonois, in the 
region of Epieds (four miles northeast 
of Chateau Thierry) harrying the ene­ 
my retirement 
toward 
Ferc-en-Tar- 
denoifs, one of their 
principal 
com­ 
munication centers. In this region, our 
forces captured Mariefarm, an impor­ 
tant strategic point. 
Coming through a certain woods, an 
American unit found the boches had 
established machine guns every ten 
yirds. They were seemingly impreg­ 
nable. 
The 
Americans 
massed 
as 
though for a frontal attack. While the 
Germans' attention was centered on 
these forces, other Americans made a 
wide, encircling movement and sud­ 
denly charged tile enemy from both 
flanks. 
They were taken completely 
by surprise and surrendered to escape 
slaughter. 
Everywhere are the most impressive 
and unusual scenes. French and Ameri­ 
can soldiers are fishing in the Marne 
at points where the Germans so recent­ 
ly crossed the river. American troops, 
wagons and guns continue 
to 
pour 
across to the north bank. 
Shells Harvest Potato Crop 
In 
covering activities! 
American 
contingents are passing through Tor- 
chy, Boureches, Chateau-Thierry, Vaux 
and other historic 
points, 
which a 
week ago were held by tile boches. 
The results of heavy artillery fire 
are 
seen 
everywhere—dead boches, 
dead horses, smashed wagons, wrecked 
houses and trees snapped 
off 
like 
matches. 
Beyond Chateau-Thierry 
I 
saw a potato patch with most of the 
crop blown out of the ground 
by 
shells. In the midst of the patch was 
a shallow German dugout, covered by 
tile footboard and headboard 
of 
a 
wooden bed taken 
from 
a 
nearby 
house. 
The boche occupants had left 
blankets, coats and other equipment 
in their flight. 
The villages north of the Marne are 
badly 
wrecked 
and 
display 
shell 
freaks that rebind one of the queer 
pranks played by our American tor­ 
nadoes. One shell, hitting the side of 
a house, t6re off the wall that served 
as the back of a cupboard. The dishes 
stood revealed on 
the shelves, un­ 
touched. 
Along the road 
near 
the 
river, 
which was held by the enemy, a few 
days back, I saw prisoners at work 
filling in shell holes and smoothing the 
way for American wagons and guns. 
The Americans are in the highest 
spirits, despite the fact they are lit­ 
erally snatching their food and rest on 
the ruji.

Allied aviators and German prison­ 
ers testify to the destruction wrought 
by our heavy guns on railways, roads 
and important Junctions, which were 
necessary to the enemy's retirement.

Lines; German Losses Estimated at 125,000 to 150,- 
000 Men, Including About 25,000 Prisoners. 


W ASH IN G TO N , July 24.— In the face of at least 15 divisions of German 
reinforcements, the allied armies fighting in the Soissons-Rheims salient have 
steadily advanced during the last three days, Chief of Staff March told cor­ 
respondents today.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Capture of Jaulgonne by American troops was 
confirmed today by General Pershing. 
“South of the Ourcq our troops have continued to press the retreating 
enemy,” the communique said. 
“Our units crossing the Marne have gained possession of jaulgonne and 
the woods to the west. 
“In Lorraine a hostile raiding party was repulsed by our troops during 
the night of July 22 to 23,” Section B added. 
“In the Thann sector on July 20. our troops carried out a successful raid 
on tile enemy’s lines, capturing several prisoners. 
On the same day one of 
our patrols in the St. Die sector entered a German trench and killed several 
of the enemy.”

It is believed these are fresh replacements of troops and that the Ger­ 
mans are preparing to make a stiff stand in certain locations. 


A Paris dispatch today said that German prisoners declare the crown 
prince has rescinded Dis order for a retirement and has decided to fight it 
out on the present lines. 


British Airmen Successfully Bombed Enemy Positions 
LONDON, July 24. 
Destruction of one enemy airplane during raiding 
operations, was reported today by the British air ministry. All British ma­ 
chines returned safely. The statement follows: 
In a raid carried out on the afternoon of the 22nd instant, the main station 
of Offenburg was hit and bursts were seen on the sidings. One hostile ma­ 
chine was destroyed. All our machines returned. 
“On the night of tile 22nd-23rd, repeated attacks, attended with good re­ 
sults, were carried out against the enemy aerodromes. Fires and explosions 
were observed. 
Other targets were engaged with bombs and machine gun 
fire.”

Crown Prince Changes Plan For a “Strategic” Retreat 
BY W EBB M ILLE R 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
PARIS, July 24.—(12:05 p. rn.)—The German crown prince has suddenly 
changed his plans for a strategic retreat in the Soissons-Rheims salient and 
has determined to fight it out there. 
This decision, indicated by stiffening enemy resistance and increasing 
reinforcements, was borne out hy German prisoners today, who declared the 
withdrawal order had been countermanded. They could ofter no explanation, 
but military experts believe German politicians, fearing the internal effects 
of a huge retirement, forced the change in plans. 
The crown prince continues to order new divisions into tile pocket, draw­ 
ing these reinforcements from as far north as the main British front. 
German losses In this region are now estimated at from 125,000 to 150,000 
men, including 25,000 prisoners.

throwing in strong forces here is not

The action was 
taken, said Rev. Jenson, in order to 
satisfy those who had signed the peti­ 
tions and to create a feeling of har­ 
mony and unity in the community, and 
not because the petitioners had proven 
the ju stn e |s of their request. 
Rev. Jensen, in announcing the de­ 
cision cf St. Jo h n ’s congregation, is­ 
sued an explanatory statem ent, which, 
in part, is as follows:

I have dwelt upon this point so as to 
give outsiders, not connected with our 
church and school, a better under 
standing of our work.

It is, therefore, not surprizing to 
see the stand taken bv nianv of the 
leading men of our nation against the 
step taken by many communities to 
abolish the study of the German lan 
guage from the schools 01 our country 
.Mr. P. J*. Claxton. IL S. commissioner 
of education . says:

congregation to “discontinue after the study of the German language *ron 
close of the present school year the jib e Iii sh schools and colleges of I:u 
teaching of anything at any time, to

Areas Fight Starts

There 
cere days when some of the finest 
ighting men who ever pushed a bay- 
met failed to reach their objectives 
•illy I ecause it was a physical impos­ 
sibility to cross the bog. 
Of course progress was hopelessly 
•etarded, losses were heavy and the 
ampaign season ended with the cap- 
ure of Passeiiendaele. 
The Germans 
vere not seriously incommoded. 
On 
lie other hand, British troops, who 
had to fight rain and mud quite as 
mull as the other enemy, were very 
tired. 
Still, after a pause, 
the 
Cambrai 
uirprise was sprung on the Germans. 
Ynd tills was a surprise, the Germans 
hemselves notwithstanding. Personal­

Rumors of Offensive 
About this time rumors of a great 
German offensive 
against the

Tout began to take form. The Russian 
collapse had become practically com­ 
plete and a front which bad required 
7(5 German divisions to hold down, dis 
appeared. Even ut tile time of Cam 
brai German divisions were arriving 
Tom Russia and from that moment on 
Tie kaiser’s arm ies in the West grew 
bigger and bigger. 
A little over a year ago there were 
but 128 German divisions on the w est­ 
ern battlefield. 
By 
February of this 
le a r these had grown to 181. Only 55 
divisions were 
left 
in 
Russia, two 
others being in the Balkans and three 
In Italy, a total of 241. 
The German offensive which began 
March 21 was not > surprise in any 
way w hatsoever. While in Switzerland 
during the latter part of January I 
learned that the offensive would com­ 
mence shortly after March I, (depend­ 
ing upon weather and 
other 
condi- 
•iot s for the exact date); that it would 
come in the country southward of 
Arras: t hat the Germans .would de 
pend largely upon gas; that th ’s gas 
was not new as the Raw-head-and- 
bloodvbones 
scaremongers and Ger­ 
man propagandists insisted, but had 
beer used both at Cambrai and in 
Italy; that a very short artillery prep 
aration would be made; something of 
the approximate number of troops avail­ 
able; that a big effort would be made 
first against tile British, then against 
the French in a drive towards Paris, 
which city German military 
leaders 
insisted must be taken; and a lot of 
other information along with this, all 
rf which and more, of course, the in 
telligence section of the British army 
had found out the same as I. This is 
not swank on my part. I simply state 
these facts to prove that Sir Douglas 
Haig knew when, where and bow Hill* 
denburg’s offensive was coming. 
British Extend Lines 
Not very long before the offensive 
began an unfortunate thing occurred. 
Tile fortunes of war necessitated the 
taking over of more line by the British 
Formerly the British line et (led near 
St. Quentin. 
Now it was extended as 
far as La Fere, and before the troops 
got fairly into their new sector, Hln- 
denburg’s blow fell. 
Against the long, thin British line, 
reaching from tile River Scarpe to the 
Oise, at La 
Fere, 
was 
hurled 
Hie 
mightiest force ever seer 
in 
battle. 
Along this 50 mile front three arm y 


groups swept forward at dawn, under 
cover of the mist. These were the 7th 
army of Otto von Below, said to be the 
ablest army commander 
Hindenburg 
has; the 2d army of von Mafwitz and 
the 18th arm y of Von Hutier, together 
numbering more than SO divisions, of 
which 41 divisions were used in the 
first day’s attack, Opposing the enemy 
were the small 3d British army under 
Sir Julian Byng, of Cambrai fame, and 
the smaller 5th 
army, 
under 
Gen. 
Gough, worn down in the campaigns 
mentioned and very thinly spread out. 
No soldiers on 
earth 
ever 
went 
through such an ordeal as did the Brit­ 
ish during th e seven days following 
the start of th at offensive. On March

Most of these schemes serve a good purpose, 
no doubt. 
Most of the money so raised finds it way 
into the channels for which it is intended. 
lJut how 
do we know? 
There are a number of big things that are rec­ 
ognized by the government as essential war organiza­ 
tions. 
Their work is so important and so necessary 
and so big that all of us can expend all our effort 
and give all our spare cash to them, and we know 
tliat everything we have done has gone into the right 
channels. 
W hen we give to the Red Cross or to the 
Y! M. C A . War Fund or to any of the other organi­ 
zations that have standing and scope in the war work, 
we feel that we have contributed something to some­ 
thing that we know about. 
Locally, not long ago a solicitor showed up here 
and collected $ io apiece from a number of Santa 
Anans upon a plea of getting out posters for the gov­ 
ernment. 
When a merchant told him he was going 
to ask the County Council of Defense concerning him, 
the solicitor disappeared. 
W e ought to demand that every person who 
goes about selling articles and soliciting funds for 
any purported* fund show a permit either from tilt 
County Council of Defense or the Santa Ana War 
Council., If the scheme is of the kind that deserves 
support, su ch ;a permit ought to be easy to get. 
If 
it is doubtful in its benefits, business men and resi­ 
dents of the city ought not be called iijwn to contrib­ 
ute. even in small amounts. None of us likes to turn 
down anything with a patriotic angle to it. but we 
ought not«to be left to guess as to whether or not 
sr'st ranger R io tin g our contribution is genuine or 
bogus. 
O f course, when there is a benefit run by 
local people for the Red C ross or for some other 
patriotic organization our acquaintance wit^i those 
concerned in the affair is sufficient guarantee of the 
sincerity of the effort. 
All others ought to be dis­ 
couraged excepting when authorized by some of our 
central patriotic organizations. 


LET US ADOPT THE CUSTOM 


Santa Ana is among the places that have so far 
not adopted the custom of lifting the hat when the 
flag passes by in a procession. 
It is a matter of 
custom, not a matter of law or patriotism. 
A man 
who has not been in a city where the hat is lifted as 
the flag go*s by may be intensely patriotic and fail 
to bare his head to the colors. 
I lowcver, it is a 
formal sign of respect, a reverence that we should 
not hesitate to display. 
The custom of saluting the 
flag in that way is one that we should adopt. 
It ad<l> 
dignity to a procession. 
It gives expression to the 
sentiment that is in our hearts. 
The Register has heard a number of remarks 
made by military men who say that everywhere the 
custom is being adopted. 
The soldiers are getting 
to the point where they expect this mark of respect. 
Thev are struck with tile failure of the people in ans 
city to respond to the passing of the flag.

W e would rather be numbered among the cities 
where the custom prevails than among those where 
it has not yet been adopted.

The average person has no sympathy for a corpora­ 
tion simply because he lias the feeling that the corpora­ 
tion has no sympathy for him. The word “corporation’’ 
carries a certain amount of dislike with it. 
Some peo­ 
ple, generally speaking, have no natural feeling against 
a company, partnership or the like, but whenever they 
hear something said about a corporation they immediately 
take sides against such a body. They are fond of repeat­ 
ing the trite sentiment that a corporation lias no soul. 
The view is largely due to the corporations and has been 
brought about through a lack of common courtesy. 
Courtesy begets courtesy, and friendship begets friend­ 
ship. 
Whenever a corporation sets out to be cold to the 
public it wishes to serve, the public will return coldness 
in kind. 
And misfortune that comes to such a corpora­ 
tion brings no echo of sympathy from the people. 
They 
feel that such an organization had no soul, and conse­ 
quently had no right to feelings either. 
Some of the public service corporations have real­ 
ized the prevailing view, and have taken great trouble 
to train their employes to understand the value of cour­ 
tesy. 
The railroads have possibly taken the lead in this 
respect. 
Railroad men are generally courteous now, and 
do their best to make travel a pleasure. The ticket agent 
—with some notable exceptions—usually is glum, but 
he has great provocation, and even he is on the up-grade. 
Other corporations have impressed their working force— 
especially that portion of it dealing with the public—that 
the people must he courteously treated.

350 Men In Los Angeles Told 
of Overseas Service; Sup­ 
ply Now Inadequate 


At an important meeting held under 
the auspices of the XX'ar XVork Council 
of the Y. M. C. A. for overseas service. 
in the Los 
Angeles 
Athletic 
Club 
building 
Tuesday 
morning 
at 
IG 
o’clock, an extended discussion and de 
script ion of the type 
of 
service re­ 
quired and the character of tile men 
needed for this service was fully giv 
en by two representatives of the Cali 
fornta XX’ar XVork Committee. 
J. R. Seabrigbt. who has charge of 
the Athletic Department for the XVest- 
ern Personnel War Board, spoke, in 
the absence of Dr. Fisher, who, iii 
athletics, represents this branch of the 
XX’ar Council nationally. 
About 350 men were present. XX’hen 
the call was made for those in attend­ 
ance who would volunteer to go im­ 
mediately for overseas duty, provid­ 
ing that they could qualify, 135 arose. 
As the X'. M. O. A. work and particu­ 
larly the Athletic, 
Recreational 
a: d 
Religious for the Italian and French 
armies has been assigned to the Y. M. 
C. A. of the United States, the present 
supply for men to do other than mili­ 
tary duty overseas in connection with 
these two armies, with the addition of 
the American army, is wholly inade­ 
quate. 
'I he speaker made it plain 
if 
the 
number of men were forthcoming as 
outlined by the program iii the earlier 
stages of tile war, there would be 750 
more men in the American and French 
Armies Y. M. C. A. work than are at 
present, and further, that the schedule,] 
number has proven far too small to 
even respectably approximate the ac 
tual need. 
The speaker also emphasized that 
the Y. M. C. A. is willing to take care 
of both the home and foreign needs of 
those who enlist in this service, meet­ 
ing all reasonable expense, but 
they 
do not intend that the applicant would 
be able to turn the war work into a 
profit-sharing enterprise. 
Further instruction revealed that a 
thorough course of training would he 
given to each applicant before he is 
sent overseas, thus enabling him 
to 
render intelligently the most efficient 
service.
